The hurricane which

the 
East Coast from W est Palm Beach 
north to Titusville and then turned 
northw est and hurled itself into the 
Gulf of Mexico was believed today 
to have caused four deaths, about 
100 homeless and damage In private 
property, crops and public utilities 
exceeding $5,000.000. 
Reports of deaths was brought to 
the local Red Cross here by R. H. 
Hull, a fruit grower of Jupiter. Owing 
to the damage caused by the h u rri­ 
cane and torrential rains, he said it 
was impossible for him to confirm the 
report. 
Hull has turned his huge orchard 
near Jupiter Into a refugee camp 
where about 100 
people 
gathered 
when their homes were destroped or 
washed away by the storm and rains 
Hull made the trip from Jupiter, 18 
miles from here over washed out 
roads, littered with debris. Hull esti­ 
m ated his damage at $150,000.

HUMANIZING IMMIGRATION 
In accordance with an order made 
public the other day by the depart­ 
ment of Labor about a thousand chil­ 
dren and a hundred husbands of 
American citizens will now be allow­ 
ed to enter this country with non 
quota visas without further delay. 
This proclam ation carries into im ­ 
mediate effect the revisions in the 
Immigration law made by the recent 
congress concerning husbands and 
minor children.

Why they call new babies “green 
babies” proved more puzzling than 
ever to this reporter after a visit to 
the fourth floor of the New Castle 
hospital, where the baby ward is lo- j 
cated. 
For new babies are decidedly net 
“green”, and when one can see 18 at 
one and the same time, he can test 
his theories empiracally. 
New Babies Are Red. 
No, new babies are red. 
Eighteen 
new babies are red. 
But in a few 
days, the sister in charge of the ward 
declares, their redness will start to 
disappear. 
For one who loves children, and 
small children especially, the nursery 
of the hospital is the place to visit, 
for there one can see all types of in­ 
fants. There are infants without hair, 
infants with hair, infants dark and 
infants light. 
Three Rows of Cradles. 
Three rows of cradles there are in 
the ward, and each cradle Is marked 
with the name of the baby to which 
it belongs—temporarily at least. Then 
there are other means of identifica­ 
tion. 
Each baby has a tag on its 
wrist, which tells to whom it belongs. 
Many visitors, say the sisters, have 
paid compliments to the nursery and 
the adjoining bath, complimented the 
ward on its cleanliness and its cheer­ 
fulness. 
One Set of Twins. 
At the present time there is one set 
of twins in the ward, both fairly 
“new” and both weighing a trifle over 
seven pounds. 
To have 18 babies in the nursery is 
nothing uncommon at the hospital, 
say the sisters. Many times, the num­ 
ber jumps as high as 25, and once, 
not so long ago, there were 29 babies 
in the ward.

The first serious contention which 
threatened to split the early Chris­ 
tian church Into two rival sects oc­ 
curred a little over 20 years after 
Christ’s ascension. 
It was caused by certain overly offi­ 
cious brethren who came to Antiocn 
from Jerusalem pretending to be sent 
officially by James to investigate and 
disapprove their acceptance of Gen­ 
tiles into church membership with­ 
out first requiring them to undergo 
the rite of initiation prescribed in the 
Mosaic ritual. 
Their contention was 
that Gentiles must comply with all 
the ancient ordinances of the law be­ 
fore they could become Christian. If 
successful this 
policy would have 
made of Christianity only an extra 
degree added to Pharisaism. 
Paul’s Experience. . 
Paul and Barnabas had Just return­ 
ed from their first missionary Journey 
among the Gentiles with abundant 
evidence of God's favor upon their 
ministry in receiving Gentiles directly 
into Christian fellowship. They quite 
naturally therefore took issue with 
these who were attempting to disrupt 
the rapidly growing Gentile church 
at Antioch. 
“And when Paul and 
Barnabas had no small dissension 
and questioning with them, the breth­ 
ren appointed that Paul and Barna­ 
bas and certain other of them, should 
go up to Jerusalem unto the apostles 
and elders about this question.” Thus 
we have the council of Jerusalem call­ 
ed to settle the church’s first serious 
dispute and preserve its unity and 
harmony. 
Liberality Versus Conservatism. 
The line-up before the council was 
Paul 
and 
Barnabas 
pleading 
the 
cause of liberality and freedom for 
the Oentiles. and, on the other side 
“certain of the sect of the Pharisees 
who believed.” and who represented 
the conservative or reactionary wing 
of the church. 
Peter’s Experience. 
After the discussion had proceeded 
for seme time the apostle Peter made 
a very valuable contribution by re­ 
lating his experience some ten years 
before in the conversion and baptism 
of the Gentile Cornelius of Caesaraea. 
an incident in which the Holy Spirit 
came upon a Gentile grtfup exactly 
as upon himself and the other dis­ 
ciples on the day of Pentecost. 
Re- 
j ferring to this Peter said. “Brethren 
ye know that a good whl’e ago God 
made choice among you, that by my 
rncuth the Gentiles should hear tbe 
word of the gospel, and believe. And 
God who knoweth the heart, bear 
them witness, giving them the Holy 


Spirit, even as he did unto us; and 
he made no distinction between us 
and them, cleansing their hearts by 
faith.” Here, then, Peter is in agree­ 
ment with Paul in contending that 
salvation is by grace through faith 
I alone in Jesus Christ without the 
j works of the law. 
Against this the 
Pharisaic party claimed that it was 
I through Christ plus their ritual. 
! 
Peter had once- been as pre judiced 
against the reception of Gentiles as 
were these present opponents of Paul 
and Barnabas, but he was convinced 
by experience that the ancient ritual 
had served its purpose and was now 
to be supplanted by the gospel of 
freedom and grace. 
“Now therefore 
« why make ye trial of God, th a’ yn 
should put a yoke upon the neck of 
I the disciples which neither our fa- 
, thers nor we were able to bear? But 
I we believe that we shall be saved 
through the grace of the Lord Jesus, 
j in like manner as they." 
This decision of the council was 


j set down In writing and sent back to 
.Antioch. 
It was one of the gaspers 
decisive battles for liberty, fraternity 
and equality. 
<The international uniform less >n 
for AugURt 12. is Acts 15:1-35, th° 
subject being “The Council at Jeru­ 
salem.” and the Golden Text. John 
8.36, “If the Son therefore shall make

The Iron Age in its weekly sum­ 
m ary of the iron and steel trade says: 
One full week of August continues 
the record of sustained steel con­ 
sumption which marked July. 
O ut­ 
put was slightly curtailed by hot 
weather, particularly in sheet and 
tin plate mills, but this served only 
to hold back shipments slightly and 
without disturbance to consumers, 
seeing that demand, while for known 
needs, is not essentially urgent. 
The steel ingot returns for July 
emphasize the unusual summer ac­ 
tivity. The production of open-hearth 
and Bessemer steel showed an ex­ 
pansion of nearly 2 per cent over 
June, besides immediately following 
a record half-year output. It was 19 
pe* cent greater than the production 
of July, 1927, and the increase over 
June this year compared with 
a 
falling off last year of more than 8 
per cent from June to July. The 3,- 
811,573 gross .tons turned out last 
m onth 
brought 
the seven months 
total nearly 1,600,00 tons ahead of 
the like period of 1927. 
The Improvement has extended to 
the railroad car industry, which has 
taken contracts for 550 cars for the 
Pennsylvania Railroad and is now' fig­ 
uring on cars and underframes for 
the G reat Northern, which will re- 
ftrtre 45,000 tons of steel. 
The diversified sources of business 
w e indicative of a notably healthy 
situation among most m anufactur­ 
ing lines using pig iron as well as 
iteel, for pronounced activity in for­ 
ward pig iron covering in several cen­ 
ters is one of the week’s develop­ 
ments. 
In Chicago steel sales have 
not been exceeded in any apprecia­ 
ble margin since the last week of 
March, when operations were close 
to capacity.

(International New* Service) 
BERLIN, Aug. 10.—A new defense 
of the execution of Edith Cavell by 
German soldiers is published in the 
German Jurists Journal by Dr. Stoe- 
ber, the prosecutor at the court-m ar­ 
tial at which Miss Cavell was sen­ 
tenced to death. 
Dr. Stoeber publishes his defense in 
view of the international discussion 
th at has arisen in connection with the 
production of the Cavell film. 
Dr. Stoeber writes: 
“Miss Cavell was the director of a 
largo organization which covered all 
Belgium and whose purpose it was to 
return to the enemy armies all sol­ 
diers of the entente who were behind 
our lines, especially many escaped war 
prisoners. 
Quotes Testimony. 
“According to the testimony of her 
guide Gille, who was later shot and 
also executed, Miss Cavell hod brought 
across the Dutch frontier about 200 
such soldiers, among them an English 
colonel and several people with es­ 
pionage reports. 
That these people 
actually reached the enemy front was 
proved by numerous letters and cards 
addressed to Miss Cavell, but inter­ 
cepted by us in which the writers 
boasted that they had happily reach­ 
ed the front again and had already 
shot so and so many ‘boches.’ 
“Such activity is punishable by 
death according to 890 article 3 and 
5 of the penal code and 858 of the 
military penal code, and this punish­ 
ment is meted out not only in our 
country but also in the countries of 
our former enemies. The court-m ar­ 
tial could do nothing else therefore 
but pass the death sentence. 
“Just as justified as the sentence 
Itself was the execution If one con­ 
siders the circumstances. 
For Miss 
Cavell had not only & directing posi­ 
tion in this organization which dam­ 
aged our troops, but she was also 
guilty of a serious breach of confi­ 
dence which weighed 
against her. 
When in 1915 all Englishmen weie 
removed from Belgium, she managed 
to stay in Belgium by claiming for 
herself the protection of the Red 
Cross. Despite this confidence which 
the German authorities placed in her, 
she did not shrink from using the 
hospital in which she was active to 
shield the soldiers mentioned above,! 
to furnish them there with false pass­ 
ports and to hide them In the hos­ 
pital until their guide arrived and 
took them across the border. It was 
this grave breach of confidence which j 
finally caused the sentence to be ex- j 
ecu ted. 
“Does one really believe today that 
our enemies would have acted differ­ 
ently in a like case? If so it may b e ! 
pointed out that the French sentenced ' 
to death and executed German wom­ 
en as well, and th at without a public 
court-martial and without the admls- 
sion of defense lawyers from their 
own country, as did the Oermans In j 
the trial of Mias Cavell and her ac-1 
complices. 
Cite« German Cases. 
“Here are two names of executed 
German women who did nothing else j 
than to serve their fatherland: Mar- ; 
garete Schmidt, executed at Nancy, j 
March, 1915; Ottilie Moos, executed! 
at Bourges, May, 1915. 
“Both were executed therefore be-1 
fore the execution of Miss Cavell. | 
The Trench press naturally kept en-1 
tirely quiet about th at until the neu­ 
tral Dutch General Seyders forced it 
to speak. General 8eyders flayed the 
dishonesty and stupidity of the en­ 
tente press, which treated two like i 
cases in such a different way, much 
more sharply than any German would 
have done. 
“The assertion th at ‘the former 
kaiser regretted the sentence* Is not 
correct in that form. He merely or­ 
dered th at before the execution of a 
woman the facts in the case should 
be communicated to his cabinet.” 
The liberal newspaper “B. Z. am 
M lttag” adds to this article: “After 
this explanation of the facts in the 
case there remains only one ques­ 
tion: Should a woman who has been 
sentenced to death in wartime be ex­ 
ecuted or not? 
“We would like to leave the ques­ 
tion open, but we would point out 
that women were shot for espionage 
in other countries as well. We would 
add to the names mentioned by Dr. 
Stoeber the case of the dancer, M ata 
Hart, who was shot for espionage for 
Germany at Vincennes.”

more cow stories told about Chicago 
than any other big town in the world. 
In the first place, it is the town of 
the famous stockyards, in which mil­ 
lions of bovines do their bit by m arch­ 
ing into the yards and coming out 
as super beefsteak, chops or glue 
More prize cattle have met death 
here than in any other place in the 
world. 
The first cow story linked up with 
Chicago, and one that still has a 
"kick” to it, is the one about Mrs. 
O’Leary’s cow that kicked over the 
lantern that started the Chicago fire 
and almost destroyed the metropolis 
in 1871. 
However, if one believes in 
getting to the origin of the fire, the 
tale must go farther back than the 
cow. 
A caricature of the cow kick­ 
ing over the lantern, which came to 
light recently, shows a small fly buzz­ 
ing around the cow’s hind leg. 
The 
fly, the caricature Indicates, was the 
real culprit, but Mrs. O’Leary’s cow 
got the credit. 
Another famous cow is the H oi-1 
stein to whom a cow path at Monroe 
and Clark streets was willed. 
Her j 
owner decreed th at a path, 200 feet 
long and so many feet wide, be left 
for the use of "Bo6sy” and her de- j 
scendants in the heart of the Loop, 1 
which is now one of the greatest fi­ 
nancial districts of the world, but 
which then was a grazing pasture for I 
cows. 
A skyscraper stands on this comer, j 
but due to the wording of the will the j 
cow path is also there. 
The wayj 
architects got around it was to meas- I 
ure the heighth of a cow—which they 
decided was not over eight feet—then 
jut the skyscraper out over this height 
to enable a cow to walk underneath. 
Height wasn’t mentioned in the will. 
No cow, however, has walked along 
this path for at least 70 years, and 
the skyscraper is the only one in the 
world that juts out in this manner. 
A recent cow, the one th at occupied 
the only cow pasture in Chicago, due 
to the famous Dunham will, saved her 
owners $600,000 in estimated taxe3. 
Because of the will it couldn’t be 
termed anything but pasture land, al­ 
though it stood in one cf the richest 
residential districts of the city, and 
it had to be taxed as such. Mrs. Me- 
dill McCormick’s prize milk cow that 
visits the Woman’s World Fair every 
year is another celebrated bovine.. 


Lifeless dummies portraying the 
latest fashions, or a window full of 
headgear, no longer draw the crowds. 
Merchants have to be original in their 
window displays to catch the interest 
of the passing throngs. A prominent 
haberdasher recently conceived the 
idea of putting a cow in his display 
window and feeding it hats. His first 
problem came when "Bossy” refused 
to murder $3 to $5 hats. 
As bait, 
an imitation panama was put into the 
window, and two days later—so I hear 
—"Bossy” died of indigestion. Mean­ 
while, however, the window display 
almost blocked State street traffic.

NEW YORK. Aug. 10.—Notes on 
the day’s doings of a New Yorker: 
To the office by subway, and as I 
swayed upon a strap in the jammed 
car. I thought

conditions in the subways. 
Most of the morning

I told him that thousands of 
newspapermen like myself hoped he 
would write his memoirs, and he con­ 
fided that he hoped to do a book 
about some of the interesting persons 
he has known in his fulsome life.

London Birthrate 
Falls Alarmingly, 
Reports Disclose

(International News Service) 
LONDON, Aug. 10.—London is be­ 
coming a place of fewer children. 
The London county council’s an­ 
nual health report has just disclosed 
that the birth rate has fallen con­ 
tinuously since 1921, and, although 
the population has remained at about 
four-and-a-half millions, the propor­ 
tion of children under 15 years of age 
has fallen from 80 per cent in 1901 to 
I 20 per cent in 1921—the last census. 
"Assuming,” says the report, "that 
the present decrease, both of birth 
and infant mortality, to continue un­ 
til after the next census, the chil­ 
dren under 15 years of age will then 
form less than 20 per cent of the to­ 
tal population.” 
The births during 1927 numbered 
73,263, compared with 78,825 in the 
preceding year. In the last quarter of 
1927, the births fell below the previ­ 
ous lowest recorded for this quarter. 
The decrease in the number of 
births in London since 1921 has aver­ 
aged about 4,000 annually. 
In 1901, 
when the population was about the 
same, the births exceeded those of 
last year by 57,829.

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New Plane-Boat 
Is Very Speedy

BERLIN, Aug. 10.—A combination 
airplane and motor boat which skips 
the surface of the water at a 
speed that would carry it across the 
Atlantic in 40 hours has been invent­ 
ed by the Ukarainlan engineer von 
Gasenko and is now being tried out 
on the lakes near Berlin. Its record 
speed 
far has been 
95 miles an 


S hour. 
The boat is driven by an airplane 
propeller and is steered by an air- 
rudder. Two small wings along the 
i sides keep it stable and the inventor 
is certain that they would 
prevent 
all pitching and rolling even in the 
roughest sea preventing sea sickness. 
The present boat is merely a trial 
boat but a trans-Atlantic boat 120 
let long carrying 30 passengers is al­ 
ready being built.

Canadian Prosperity 
Revealed In Survey 


Dominion Conditions Since 
War Shows General 
Prosperity 


Industrial Production Of Can­ 
ada For 1927 Shows 140 
Per Cent Increase

WASHINGTON, Aug. 10.—A glow­ 
ing picture of Canadian prosperity, 
of first im portance to the m ainten­ 
ance of commercial stability in U nit­ 
ed States, is painted in a survey of 
Dominion conditions since the war by 
the Canadian Bank of Commerce, re­ 
ceived today by the Federal Reserve 
Board. 
Canada, the 2nd largest m arket in 
'h e world for American exports and 
he largest source of this country s 
mported raw m aterials, in 192» a t­ 
tained an industrial production 140 
per cent greater in physical volume 
and 20 per cent greater in value, th an 
at war-tim e peak. 
Industries Expand 
The m anufacturing output last year 
am ounted t/- $3,5COOOO.OOO, an in­ 
crease of $250 000.000 over 1920. and 
it was predicted th a t the 1928 pro­ 
duction would be even larger. A gen­ 
eral expansion of industrial plants 
was disclosed, in the last eighteen 
m onths 100 new factories having been 
established and extensions made to 
200 manufactories. 
Of total investments of well over 


$4.000.000,000 in Canadian m anufact­ 
uring property, a large share was fu r­ 
nished by United States. 
Commerce 
departm ent figures show th at on June 
30 American investors had $3.274.- 
091,000 invested in Canadian indus­ 
try. 
This represents securities pub­ 
licly floated in United States -other 
investm ents not 
officially 
reported 
probably boost the am ount of a hun­ 
dred million.

Boston Ice Plant 
Has Daily Capacity 
Of 500,000 Pounds 


flntcrnatlonal News Service) 
BOSTON, Aug. 10—The new artifi­ 
cial ice and refrigerating plant of 
the City Fuel Co. 
capable of pro­ 
ducing 500,000 pounds of ice per day 
has begun operations according to an­ 
nouncement made by the development 
department of the Boston and Maine 
railroad. 
The new plant is located at the 
corner of Minot and Lowell streets 
near the site of the new North sta­ 
tion. In addition to supplying ice to 
letailers which will be grooved ready 
for cutting the plant will also sup­ 
ply refrigeration for the new Boston 
Madison Square Garden which will be 
located above the North station. Cold 
calcium chloride brine will be pump­ 
ed through a ten inch pipe line to fur­ 
nish the necessary refrigeration. 
The refrigerating plan is divided 
into three principal parts the skat­ 
ing rink equipment, the 
ice-making 
equipment and the refrigerating ma­ 
chinery itself which is used in both 
the skating rink and 
ice 
making 
equipment. 
I 
The new equipment is of the com­ 
pression type operated by electricity 
with cranes and conveyors practically 
¡eliminating the 
touch 
of human 
i hands. Ice will be 
made in 400 
pound blocks shaved to proper dimen­ 
sions and grooved in such a manner 
that one blow of an ice pick will 
sever the cake.

The fact that the seasons for har­ 
vesting crops is really more than 
late is exemplified by the fact that 
down near Enon Valley In fields not 
far apart, they are harvesting three 
different crops at the same time. Hay, 
wheat and oats are being cut and 
hauled Into the barns.

New Red Lily Is 
Puzzle To Florists 


(International N«wa Service) 
DENVER, Aug. 10.—A rare plant, 
believed to be 01 the lily family, was j 
brought to the limelight here recent­ 
ly when its owner, Mrs. Rose Halttr, 
began an active campaign to ascer­ 
tain its variety. 
It is called the red lily for want 
of a technical name. 
The plant has been in possession 
of the family of the present owner 
for 40 years. 
Mrs. Halter’s mother, 
the late Mrs. M. Remarke, brought 
the bulb from France when she emi­ 
grated to this country. Mrs. Remarke 
settled in Ohio, where the plant grew, 
blossoming 
each 
year. 
Later 
the 


plant was taken by Mrs. Halter’s sis­ 
ter, who kept it uni.il her death, 
whereupon it was brought to Denver 
by Mrs. Halter. 
The plant grows about three feet 
high, has a thick stalk and uniform 
leaves. The flowers, deep red in col­ 
or, resemble a lily. The flowers are 
colored by a red sap secreted from 
the central stem. 
The flow of the 
sap can be detected from day to day. 
Origin of the color of the sap is a 
mystery, as the bulb is pure white. 
Leo B. Halter, son of the owner, 
has 
searched 
many 
florist 
shops 
throughout the country in an effort 
to identify the plant. It is believed, 
however, that it is a member of an 
extinct European variety. 
Two years ago Mrs. Halter, believ­ 
ing the plant dead, discarded it in a 
pile of rubbish. Two weeks later she 
was surprised to find the blossoms 
coming out. 
She immediately put 
the bulb in a flower pot.

Popular Exhibit 
The “Spirit of St. Louis” is al­ 
ready the most eagerly sought-out ex­ 
hibit in the greatest permanent ex­ 
hibit of historic relics in the country. 
Four thousand people a day slip 
through the doors of an exhibit build­ 
ing lying back of the main building 
of the Smithsonian Institution Just to 
gaze upon the famous airplane and 
ruminate upon the days of the flight 
So fearful were officials of the re­ 
sults of exhibition that they hung the 
plane from the celling. No souvenir 
hunter can snatch a piece of the cloth 
covering of the ship. 
A simple placard announces 
the 
time of the flight from New York 
to Paris while a picture of the fam­ 
ous young aviator is also displayed.

Plan To Curtail Long Hitting 
By Use Of Much Lighter 
And Larger Ball In 
Future 


British Golf Official Coming 
To United States For Im­ 
portant Conference

NEW YORK, Aug. 10.—The lighter 
polf ball almost surely is coming into 
adoption, perhaps immediately but 
certainly within two years time! 
This was the semi-official senti­ 
m ent expressed today at the head­ 
quarters of the United States Associa­ 
tion on G reat Britain’s proposal to 
curtail long hitting by the introduc­ 
tion of a larger but lighter ball. The 
American officials merely were await­ 
ing the arrival of Henry Gullen, sec- 
retary of the Royal and Ancient com- 
m it tee of St. Andrew’s, with British 
suggestions for the proposed new ball 
before committing themselves defi­ 
nitely. 
May Adopt New Ball 
The British official will arrive on 
Monday aboard the Baltic and much 
of the preliminary detail. 
Looking 
toward the proposed adoption of this 
ball, will be cleared up in conferences 
with various U. S. G. A. bodies, in­ 
cluding the ball, and implement com­ 
mittee. 
These conferences will be 
held largely for the purpose of learn­ 
ing British official sentiment on the 
question, the Americans admitting 
th a t they are strictly on the defen­ 
sive in this matter. 
“If the British ask for what they 
are supposed to want, a ball of 1.55 
ounces in weight and 1.68 inches in 
diameter, I don’t see how we can do 
other than accept tire proposal, whole 
hog,” declared one American official 
today. “For the specifications quoted 
are exactly those th at we pro pored in 
1925, only to have the English decline 
to sanction the idea. They apparently 
have changed their minds but wo 
can’t afford to change ours. 
We 
sponsored the idea and must stand 
behind it.” 
The official vote on the proposal 
will be taken by the executive com­ 
mittee during the am ateur champion­ 
ship at Brae Bum in September. This 
vote, according to the word passed 
along, is likely to follow the lead of 
the Royal and Ancient decision, which 
also will be handod down in Septem­ 
ber. 
It is believed th at Secretary 
O ullen already has the forecast of 
th a t vote in his pocket, so th at his 
arrival cn Monday probably will or­ 
dain the nature of the action to be 
taken. 
Attitude Changes. 
That the British have seen fit to 
do a right-about-face on their re- 
iusal of Bill Fownes' plan in 1925 is 
directly attributed here to the record 
285 with which Bobby Jones humbled 
their famous St. Andrews course in 
the British championship. 
The aen- 
tim ent of the British public is not 
behind the proposed change—a straw 
vote was almost unanimously in fa­ 
vor of a retention of the present ball 
—but officialdom on the other side 
has looked with no great favor on the 


flouting their traditions received when 
Jones last won their title. 
On one thing, they are adamant. 
They refuse to alter hallowed St. An­ 
drew's, as Bob’s performance would 
seem to demand. 
They haven’t the 
money for the operation, either, and 
besides,

negotiations.

Must Make Probe 
Of Damage Bone 
By Raiding Dogs 


(International News Service 
HARRISBURG, Aug. 10,—Farmers 
who report livestock or poultry or in­ 
jured by dogs today were requested 
to make a thorough search of their 
premises before asking for auditors to 
determine the damage. 
Under the provisions of the dog law 
appraisers receive $2.00 for each visit 
to determine the amount of damage 
caused by a dog raid. The appraisers 
also receive ten cents a mile for the 
distance traveled. 
No provision is 
made for pay on the second trip re­ 
sulting from the damage reported on 
the same dog raid, but the appraisers 
do get the additional mileage. 
Recently a number of instances 
were reported to the bureau where j 
farmers claimed to have discovered 
additional damage after tire initial 
visit of the State appraisers. Officials 
of the bureau said today that they 
believed such additional trips are un­ 
necessary.
